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The Drawing Books in The Prang Elementary Course in Art Instruction are intended to give both pupils and teachers examples of the best 
drawing, together with ample space on'the various pages for the pupils’ own work. 

The three general subjects of Art — Representation, Decoration, and Construction, are included in the scope of this Course. The required 
study in Construction in the third, fourth and fifth years of school (where Books 1-6 are used), involves so few technical conventions, and these 
few are so simple, that but little space is given to their explicit illustration on the Drawing Book pages. The lessons on Construction and the 
requirements for Constructive Drawing are, however, fully outlined in the special, manuals for teachers, accompanying the Drawing Books, and 
are kept in such proportion to the lessons on Representation and Decoration as to make the Course well balanced from the industrial, 
educational and artistic standpoints. 

; The illustrations given for study in connection with the pupils’ own drawings include a wide range of subject and of style, and are repro- 
duced from original drawings by a number of different artists. It is hoped that the study of these illustrations will be so guided by the teachers 
as to be of the greatest possible assistance both in cultivating appreciation of good art and in developing original power and facility in drawing 
as a means of art expression.

Examples. The illustrations on the drawing pages give help in drawing from nature, 
from familiar objects, and simple effective buildings; — from type models singly and 
combined, in various positions ; — arid from historic ornament from the fiat, relief 
and round, both detached and in interesting applications in architecture, ceramics, 
etc. They include also examples of both decorative and pictorial composition. 
Working drawings, patterns and views are clearly illustrated. 

The illustrations on the drawing pages are printed to give pupils good examples of 
form, line and composition, to interest them in the work of others, to lead to a higher 
standard of excellence than exists in the individual, and to be a stimulus and help to 
the pupils by their suggestiveness as to subject and as to manner of rendering. 
They assist in providing a regular sequence of study and save time of teacher and 
pupil. Good copies are as necessary and helpful to the child as art studies to the 
adult. In some cases the children may gain much by copying, although the 
examples are of such a character and so arranged that there is abundant opportunity 
on every page for free, original and individual work. 

Variety of Style and Rendering. The wide range of the examples gives great 
variety of style and rendering, encouraging freedom and originality in the pupils’ own 
work. The examples show admirable technique with pencil, pen-and-ink, charcoal, 
and brush. Some examples are in pure outline, some show study for masses of 
light and dark and of color, others show light and shade simply expressed. 


Application in Other Studies. As will readily be seen, the use of these text-books 
will be of great practical value in securing good drawing in other studies. The 
examples given include many which are immediately suggestive of good composition 
and rendering in the sketching of all sorts of specimens studied in Elementary 
Science lessons (botany, zoology, entomology, geolog)', etc.), the sketching of historic 
buildings and furniture, and of objects interesting from their geographic origin; 
the sketching of buildings and scenes associated with the study of literature, and 
the imaginative illustration of poems and stories, including the human figure.

Mediums for Drawing. It is assumed that in most schools the lead pencil will be 
the most available medium for drawing. The drawing-book pages present, however, 
a paper which can be used for brush work or for pen-and-ink, if desired. 

Color. Opportunities are given for the expression of color in three ways : - 

i st. By pencil painting, as shown in certain examples of pose-drawing, drawing of 
animal life, foliage and still-life, and drawing of historic ornament. 

2d. By the use of colored papers, cut and mounted in connection with the study 
of historic ornament and the origination of decorative design. 

3d. By the use of water-colors. 


The teachers’ manuals, for the various drawing books in this series, give information in regard to the fundamental principles of Representation, 
Decoration and Construction, explanations of the printed examples, and suggestions for desirable methods of study and expression.
